INTERVIEW SUMMARY 



On November 4, 2003, Michael J. Wise, Applicants' representative, and Phuong Huynh, 
Examiner, conducted a telephonic interview regarding enablement, written description, and 
obviousness rejections in the parent case. With respect to the enablement and written description 
rejections, they discussed the nature of the rejections and the Examiner suggested amending the 
claims to a more narrow scope to overcome these rejections. Applicants' Representative and 
Examiner also discussed whether it was unexpected at the time of the invention to create an N- 
terminal fusion as opposed to a C-terminal fusion. Applicants agreed to present a declaration and 
supporting evidence that would prove that the N-terminal fusion was an unexpected result. The 
Examiner indicated that a declaration and proof of the substance described by Mr. Wise would 
likely overcome her obviousness objections.
